AG 
meals a day, one of which consists . 
ot blaek bread and very thin soup. 
They study in rooms without heat: 
and no light except a candle. Their. 
clothing is in rags: A world-famous. 
professor, now eighty-one years of 
age has been subsisting for the past 
three months on tea and soup, alone. 

Higher Education is practizally at 
a standstill. “Forty-two per cent. oz 
the students in Vienna are wage- 
earners; 58 per cent. are not, and © 
this is principally because they can-' 
not find employment. Incidentally 
manual labor is impossible for many 
because long continued. under-nour- 
ishment has sapped their strength. 
Last year in Vienna out of 1600 stu- 
dents, 144 were tubercular; there is 
an alarming increase in student sick- 
ness. It would be*equally difficult 
for them to get work, if they ceased 
studying entirely, because of gener- 
al unemployment. 

Europe needs to keep its étudents. 
studying. Colleges have been at a 
standstill during all the war years.. 
The best doctors, engineers, electri-- 
cians, machinists, etc., were killed on 
fields of battle ~ 

Present conditions make. it impos- 
sible for students to support them- 
selves entirely. The bare minimum 
on which a woman student can live 
(without any allowance for clothing) 
is 500 Kr., the utmost she can earn 
is 300 Kr. 

The Student Relief Scheme ‘has 
been planned by the World Student’ 
Christ.an Federation and the Ameri- 
can Relief Administration. Mr. 
Hoover, with his organization, has | 
established warehouses in the, field 
and as money comes in; supplies will 
be available for distribution. There 
is no possibility for profiteering. 
Through the Student Federation 
kitchens will be established where 
students can do the’ work, self-sup- 
porting dining rooms, ete. Evrey re- 
lief scheme launehed has been and 
will be as far as possible on sound 
economic: lines; no student helped 
without careful examination of his’ 
financial needs and physical strength 
to help\ himself. It is the aim to | 
bring students into productive work 
for the benefit of their country. 

Help is needed at once. Many uni- 
versities have sent assistance. Shall 
Janadian universities fail? Manitoba 
as a student body is contributing. 
What shall Alberta do? .

DR. TUTTLE PREACHES 


‘Students who took the Aes turn 
in bed Sunday morning missed the 
opportunity of hearing the splendid 
address of Doctor; Tuttle, Principal 
of _ Alberta . College South. In a 
style that grips his audience and an 
eloquence that is all the more grand 
for its comparative simplicity of ex- 
pression, Dr. Tuttle interpreted his 
philosophy of personal and national 
success. It might be summed up in 
one sentence: Genuine life is to be 
Only there are the 
things of permanent birth. 

This principle was applied first to 
the acquisition of knowledge. Knowl 
edge until fitted in its place does but 
encumber him whom it seeks to aid, 
and it is the mind that takes the raw 
facts of nature, fashions and moulds 
them, relates them, refiects upon 
them and fits them for the practical 
uses of our daily life. A culture con- 
sisting in a veneer of academic train- 
ing is an illustratory. path never 
leading to the heights but leaving 
one lost in the depths of mystery. 
So in our ardent promotions of so- 
cial activities we should leave a 
time for the searching of the soul. 

The princjple was then applied to 
morality. Today people fear for the 
sanctity of the-home, and for the 
stability of human character. The 
alarm is wide-spread, for with the 
shaking of these would crumble the 
very foundations of civilization. 
Their stability cannot be found in 
the sanctions of law and of society 
because today these are questioned 
and re-moulded to suit the passions 
of humanity. It must be found in 
she, moral life, within. 

Even the progress of civilization 
depends for its inspiration and dy 
namic power upon the spirit of a 
nation. The paths of empires are 
strewn with the wrecks of nations 
who did not heed the call within. 
Thé voice of@ Germany’s greatest 
philosopher cried in piteous prophecy 
the end, of his country because of 
its mechanical life and, organization, 
and the decrease of personal life re- 
sulting in the stagnation of the souls 
of his,country-men. Things that are 
seen are temporal and things that 
are unseen are, eternal.
